the cylinders. 

Suitably supported on the extension B, 
in a plane preferably above the waxing 
cylinder, is the wax reservoir J’, which, as 
shown in Fig. 6, comprises an interior wax 
receptacle, J, surrounded by the steam, hot 
air or hot water jacket 7. The heating fluid 
is fed from any suitable source through the 
pipe 7’, and the melted wax is conveyed 
from the wax receptacle through the pipe 
j+ to the trough I, its flow being regulated, 
if desired, by a valve or cock in the ordinary 
manner. 

Directly in front of the guide wires 4, and 
journaled in the frame or extension B, is a 
roller, M, carrying the sprocket wheel #7 on 
the outside of the frame. A similar roller, 
M’, is mounted at the opposite end of the 
machine in bearings formed on the frame 
A, and these two rollers carry the endlégs

The foreign chemical pulps are rot being sold at 
lower prices than the domestic ; on the contrary, for- 
eign has commanded and now commands fully 10 per 
cent. higher prices than the domestic. We understand 
that the desire of your honorabie body has been to 
allow the present duty of 10per cent, to stand in its 
equivalent specific duty, and the average duties of $5 
and $6 on bleached and unbleached will be fully in ac- 
cord with your desire. Mechanically ground wood pulp 
is not possible to import with profit under existing duty 
of 10 per cent., and the proposed increase of duty of $2.50

pulp when competition is withdrawn. The extremely 
open winters and rainy summers of the past two years 
have afforded abundant water power for use of pulp 
makers, causing overproduction and consequent lower- 
ing of prices to such figures as to preclude the possi- 


bility of any profit to many of them. These climatic | 


conditions may not last, and when a drought or freez- 
ing weather prevails a scarcity of pulp will occur, and 
then the foreign pulp may be needed to help out the 
American paper makers. Why, then, increase a duty 
which is now prohibitory? Positively no American 
interests will suffer by allowing duty to stand at its 
present equivalent, $4, $5 and $6 per ton.

The American paper maker demands a cheap raw 
material, and if you deny him that you assailan in- 
dustry which must have protection; to increase the 
cost of his stock is equivalent to reducing the duty on 
the finished product. The most important fact in 
maintaining the home market against foreign made 
paper is that the price of our home product is low 
enough to prevent any importations of cheap printing 
papers, and that condition is helped by use of wood 
pulp at its present rate of duty 

Foreign pulp of first quality is better than similar 
pulp of domestic make, and is sought after by paper 
makers for that reason. 

The proposed increase of duty will affect news 
paper and all cheap printing papers most seriously.

THE establishment of a new wall pa- 
per factory in West Newton, Pa., is a 
new departure geographically speak- 
ing, as hitherto there has been no wall 
paper manufactured west of Philadel- 
phia, at least none worth mentioning, 
New York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia and 
Boston having so far fathered this in- 
dustry. 





A SOMEWHAT copious extract froma 
paper on the subject of “ Sensitiveness 
of Automatic Sprinklers,” which was 
read at a recent meeting of the Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, will be found, 
together with the discussion thereon, 
in another part of this issue of THE 
JoURNAL, The remarks are both im- 
portant and interesting and will make 
a valuable and welcome addition to 
the data and propositions which have 
emanated from scientific minds touch- 
ing the best methods of reducing 
fire risk. It was, of course, nothing 
new to hear that many automatic 
sprinklers have proved valueless, but 
the defects exposed and the sugges- 
tions made are certainly very oppor- 
tune. One of the strongest, if not the 
most important of the points which 
challenged the attention of the society 
was that made by Professor Jacobus, 
who, by reason of his extended ex- 
periments, was fully equipped to speak 
on the matter. He demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that the most preva- 
lent and dangerous defect usually 
found in sprinklers’ heads was the ad- 
hesion of the valve to its seat after the 
releasing device had operated. An- 
other speaker declared that out of 165 
different forms of automatic sprinklers 
in his possession the majority were not 
“reliably operative” in case of fire. 
The whole discussion will, we trust,

alent. Despite the fact that this | 
cheap edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica is to be issued and sold 


here, we do not hear that the English 
publishers of the work are frantically 
urging the British Government to se- 
cure them international rights. All the 
noise so far seems to be on this side of 
the Atlantic. We might add that the 
copyright bill which has just been de- 
feated in Congress would have been, on 
the whole, satisfactory, provided the 
manufacturing clause had been 
tained ; but if an international law can- 
ngt be enacted which has in it all the 
elements of equity and justice we are 
better off without any. There have hith- 
erto been such humiliating exhibitions 
of onesidedness in our proposed treat- 
ies with foreign countries that the time 
has arrived when we may ask and de- 
mand a reciprocity, not in name only, 
but in reality.

PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 


The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jutt butts excepted—at 
the port of New York during the month 
ended May 31, as reported, amount- 
ed to 30/664 bales and 1,867 tons, the 
difference in quantities compared with 
the corresponding month of 1889 being 
a decrease in rags of 6,706 bales, in old 
papers a decrease of 729 bales, and in 
manilla stocks an increase of 6,304 
bales. There were no imports of wood 
pulp during May, and of chemical 
fibre 139 tons less than the April 
imports were brought in. The ap- 
pended tabulation shows the quantities 
of paper making materials of the kinds 
mentioned which were reported as hav- 
ing been imported during the month of 
May for five years:

Matthew Somerville Morgan, the artist—

e was fifty-one years old. 
Mr. Morgan’s life was eventful. He was 
is born in London, England. His father 

| mother were both actors and musicians, 

i from them he inherited a wonderful 
lent for mimicry and a genial tempera- 
nt, which contributed greatly to his pop- 
larity on both sides of the ocean. In his 
vuth he studied scene painting, and fol- 
wed that profession at the Princess Thea- 

tre in London forsome years. He was subse- 
iently a correspondent for the //lustrated 
ndon News, and in that capacity traveled 

| over Europe and in parts of Asia and 
Africa. 
He afterward acquired considerable celeb. 
rity in England by founding a comic paper 
called the Zomahawk, in which his carica- 
tures created a great sensation. They were 
particularly caustic and severe, and involved 
his paper in a number of famous libel suits. 
Ile was afterward associated with W. S. 
Gilbert and Frank C. Burnand in conducting 
London Fun. 
He came to the United States in 1870 and 
soon established a reputation in this coun- 
try as a political caricaturist on Frank Les- 
lie’s Illustrated Newspaper, and in 1874 he 
published a volume entitled ‘‘ American 
War Cartoons.’’ He continued to work at 
his profession of scene painting, and did 
some notably good work in that direction. 
In 1880 he went to Cincinnati and engaged 
successfully in the business of theatrical 
lithographing until 1885, when he returned 
to this city, where he had since been en- 
gaged in scene painting. While in Cincin- 
nati he founded the ‘*Matt Morgan Art Pot- 
tery Company” and the Cincinnati Art Stu-

Toward the 
close of last week manufacturers of Caustic 
Soda reduced prices, with the result that a 
very considerable business was done in 70 
per cent. at £7 15s., since which prices are 
steadier, and to-day the market has been 
cleared of 70 per cent. for this month at £8 ; 
this price was refused at the close for early 
June. Holders now ask £8 5s. up to £8 10s. 
Sixty per cent. is also active, with business 
at £7 up to £7 2s. 6d., and nosellers at the 
close at under £7 5s. Seventy four per 
cent. is in request, and £8 15s. is the near- 
est value to-day. For 76 percent. £10 is 
quoted. Bleaching Powder keeps very dull, 
and £5 5s. is the nearest spot quotation. 
Chlorate of Potash is a shade better at 45g@ 
434d. per pound. Bicarbonated Soda is in 
good demand at £5 15s. per ton and upward 
for 1 hundredweight kegs, according to 
brand and quantity, with usual allowance 
for larger packages.’’ Under date of May 
23 Peter R. McQuie & Son say of the same 
market: ** There has been a better tone in 
chemicals during the past week, prices hav- 
ing alighted on a foothold which apparently 
affords more confidence to buyers. The 
manufacturers are still confronted with la- 
bor troubles, and we have to report that the 
bleach and salt cake plant of another large 
works in Widnes has been entirely stopped. 
This must eventually cause a material de- 
crease in the output of chemicals generally, 
especially seeing that the Whitsuntide holi- 
days, now approaching, usually have a 
similar effect on the production. Bleaching 
Powder, though neglected by America, has 
been in fair demand from other sources, and 
Soft Wood is relatively dearer than Hard 
Wood, which latter we quote £5 7s. 6d. to

COAL.—The hard coal market is without 
any semblance of activity. The circular list 
of prices for the seaboard trade has been 
made for the month of June, and something 
has been said about tonnage for that month, 
but there is a considerable movement of 
coal at the old prices, and the total tonnage 
produced has already exceeded the figure 
set as the probable output to July first. It 
is not at all likely that there will be the 
anticipated activity after the Fourth of July, 
with the consequent improvement in prices 
‘‘from natural causes.’’ Advices from Phil- 
adelphia are to the effect that trade is 
quiet, but that a vigorous effort will be 
made to maintain prices of hard coal. The 
Bituminous trade is without a single feature 
of interest. Heavy production continues in 
all of the fields, and there is no probability 
of a strike, as it will be very difficult for the 
organizers to draw the miners of the Alle- 
gheny Mountain regions into any attitude 
hostile to their employers. Boston advices 
speak of the market as utterly devoid of 
interest. New York reports very little in 
the way of new business, but a great deal of 
coal has been sold at old prices, and this 
will serve to keep producers and shippers 
employed for some little time tocome. It 
is claimed that the price list this year is to 
be something todiscount more or less as the 
output is kept down or let out with a free 
hand. Reports of restriction are met with 
other reports of the putting of a dozen or 
more collieries on full time. Soft coal is 
coming forward in large quantities from all 
the districts east of the Alleghenies, and 
there is the usual range of prices. There 
was no advance made in the circular list for 
Western deliveries of hard coal. Chicago 
advices are that the market is quite.firm at 
the circular on all regular transactions, 
which confirms the impression that there 
will be no misplaced confidence in trusting 
to the maintenance of this year’s market, 
for while the advance of prices will not take 
place quite so early as was anticipated a 

short time ago, it will occur when once such 

a movement is started. In soft coal prices 
continue about at the former list ; Ohio and 
West Virginia coals are steady for this 
particular time of the year, with good pros- 
pects of improvement. Northern Illinois 
coals are selling as quoted for the best 
grades, and the trade is rather quiet. At 
Pittsburgh the traffic from the railroad pits 
is set down as about equal to two-thirds 
time ; the shipments by water are about at 
anend for the summer season; there has 
as yet been no settlement of the question of 
a uniform rate to be paid for certain classes 
of mining labor in this district.

Section 1. When the property and franchises of any 
corporation, organized under the provisions of Chapter 
40 of the Laws of 1848, entitled “*‘ An act to authorize 
the formation of corporations for manufacturing, min- 
ing, mechanical or chemical purposes,’ and the amend- 
ments made thereto, shall be sold by virtue of any 
mortgage or deed of trust duly executed by it, or pur- 
suant tothe judgment or decree of a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, or by virtue of an execution issued 
thereon, or under any sale made by a receiver ap- 
pointed in proceedings for the dissolution of such cor- 
poration, the creditors of such corporation or such of 
them as desire, or any person, persons or committee 


designated by them, may purchase at such sale such

Paste from Straw Pulp. 





An English firm has devised a proc- 
ess for making adhesive paste from the 
straw boilings which accumulate in the man- 
ufacture of paper. The paste can, by the 
process, be purified, and will be found a 
cheap and efficient substitute for gum ara- 
bic. The water, having served its purpose 
in boiling the straw, is drawn off and sent 
through a coarse filter, then reduced by 
evaporation, and forms a stiff brown paste 
which can be evenly spread on any sub. 
stance, and which will not ferment. 

This feature is most valuable, as ordi 
nary paste very quickly becomes foul and 
deteriorates rapidly. Considering the many 
thousands of barrels of paste which are 
used every month throughout the country, 
this new material, made from what has 
heretofore been a waste product, may be 
considered a valuable and economic substi- 


tute.
